Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 7.—The demo­ 
crats were swept into power in the 
three largest cities of Ohio today, Co­ 
lumbus, Cincinnati and Cleveland re­ 
turning decisive democratic pluralit­ 
ies. 
A feature of the elections through­ 
out the state was the large Socialist 
vote. In Columbus, Ebv the Socialist 
candidate for Mayor, 
according 
to 
early returns, was running a close 
race with Mayor Marshall, the re­ 
publican nominee, for second place, 
while George Karb, 
Democrat 
had 
been elected by from 4,OOO to 6,000 
plurality. 
In Cincinnati Mayor Schwab, run­ 
ning for re-election with the repub­ 
lican indorsement, -was defeated by 
Henry T. Hunt by probably 6,000. 
In Cleveland, Newton 
IX 
Baker, 
democrat and poltical heir to the late 
Tom L. Johnson, was elected by prob­ 
ably 20,000, while practically the en­ 
tire democratic ticket is elected with 
him. 
In Toledo, (Brand Whitlock, Inde­ 
pendent, has apparently been elected 
for a fourth term by a plurality in the 
neighborhood of 2,000.
